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Junior League plans ducky day-long benefit

There's still time to buy a duck. 

For the Junior League of Charlottesville's 
duck race, that is. Come Saturday, hundreds of 
bright-yellow rubber ducks wearing tiny sun- 
glasses will be bobbing in the Rivanna River. 

But Saturday's event is about much more 
than seeing which duck will cross the finish line 
first. "Quackin' for a Cause" is about raising 
money for a cause — the Shelter for Help in 
Emergency — and helping Charlottesville-area 
residents appreciate the Rivanna River. 

"Most people barely know we're on a river," 
said Mayor Kay Slaughter. Saturday "will be a 
great opportunity for people to have a lot of fun, 
and for people to begin to own and enjoy the 
park." 

The day-long event, scheduled to kick off at 
10 a.m. at Darden Towe Memorial Park, will 
include educational and environmental 
exhibits, arts and crafts vendors, hot-air balloon 



rides, canoe rides, fishing, tennis null basketball 
clinics, music, food and of course, the duck race. 

The main duck race is scheduled for 3 p.m. 
The owner of the duck that crosses the finish 
line first wins an all-inclusive vacation to St. 
Lucia. Many other prizes, from bed and break- 
fast slays to University of Virginia season foot- 
ball tickets, will be given out. 

John Hermsmeier,' program director for, the 
Environmental Education Center, said the idea 
for the river festival began to grow back in 1996, 
when the Rivanna River project began. Results 
of the project, which was funded by the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency and examined the 
quality of the river, are expected to be released 
within a month. 

Hermsmeier said the volunteers who assist- 

! ed in water monitoring during the project as 

well as the committee that developed afterward 

thought a festival would get the word out to the 

community about the importance of the river. 

"We've treated [the Rivanna] like our back 
door river instead of a front door river," he said. 



"This [event] is meant to say, 'Hey! ChtT 
lottesville is a city on a river.' " 

The monitoring teams found, I'm the mosl 
part, that the river maintained good water qual- 
ity, Hermsmeier said. The only exception came 
in Meadow Creek, which rated fair, Ukily 
because of runoff from the city, he said. 

Both Hermsmeier and Slaughter said they 
hope the festival will teach residents something 
about the river they didn't know before- '11 m • 
event is also intended to celebrate the relation 
ship among the localities in the Rivanna Kiver 
basin, which touches all the counties in the 
Thomas Jefferson Planning District. 

The festival, sponsored by Wachovia Hank, is 
free and open to everyone. Ducks, meanwhile, 
can still be adopted in businesses throughout 
the city and county until noon today, or at the 
kiosk on the Downtown Mall from 11 a.m. to 2 
p.m. 

Ducks will also be available for adoption on 
Saturday at the festival until 2:30 p.m. For 
more information, call 971-2937.

The event raised about S34,000 
— $20,000 of which will go to the 
shelter. The Junior League has 
pledged to give the shelter up to 
S20,000 each year and provide vol- 
unteers for three years, according 
to Buck. A second duck race is 
already in the works for next year. 

Shelter director Cartie Lomi- 
nack said -the money will be used 
for a new transitional housing prcr 
gram, which will allow battered 
women to live in temporary hous- 
ing for up to two years. Currently. 
the shelter can only provide emer- 
gency housing for up to six weeks.
